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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a system for displaying advertising information to a 
customer and for providing points or an incentive to the customer for 
encouraging him to view the advertising information, conducting a 
transaction by the customer, wherein a total number of stored points 
related to the customer and an instruction to whether or not some points 
are redeemed are outputted on the customer's terminal. 

II. Claims 7-10, drawn to a method of discounting a transaction price based 
on the number of points redeemed by a customer, wherein once an order 
associated with the transaction is accepted, then information related to a 
person who shares a discounted money amount is outputted to the 
customer's terminal. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In 
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the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed. The subcombination has separate utility such as outputting 
information related to a person who shares a discounted money amount to the 
customer's terminal once an order associated with the customer's transaction is 
accepted. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
